Big Game Out 
In 10 Years? 


By Greg Ell (Calgary Albertan) 


Aerial roundup expert “Chug” Ut- 
ter gave up the attempted corrall- 
ing of Southern Alberta's wild 
horse herds Tuesday morning with 
the warning that district big game 
faced virtual extinction within the 
next ten years. 

On setting down his aircraft after 
three hours chasing the horses, 
Utter said almost the whole of the 
huge tract of land in the Ghost 
River district of the Bow River 
Forest carried large herds, 

But, for the first time in Utter's 
25 years of roundups, which have 
netted some 40,000 ‘horses, he had 
to admit defeat, 

“The whole place is a wild horse 
kingdom,” he said. “But the way 
things are now it’s impossible to 
got the horses.” 

Utter and his partner had herds 
of up to 125 horses running during 
Tuesday's efforts but had to give 
up further efforts after losing them 
beneath thick tree coverage. 

“These horses are so smart I'm 
beginning to think they're a cross 
between horse and coyote,” said 
Utter. “As soon as we get them in 
an open space, they ran as fast as 
they could for the trees." 

Flying from headquarters at the 
old Ghost ranger station near 
Cochrane, the two aireraft often 
hunted herds six or seven miles to 
within a mile or so of the 
b. fore losing them. 

“It's an awful tough country, I 
don't think they'll ever get them 
out of there,” said Utter. He said 
ihe herds had many foals among 
them, 


tained about 40 young colts and 
filles, 
Mr. Utter predicted that within 


. bout 10 years there would be about 
30,000 wild horses within the East- 
rn Conservation Board area, un- 
less drastic steps were taken to cut 
them down. He predicted the whole 
Bow River Forest area would be 
linished as a big game haven if the 
horses were not eradicated. 

Mr, Utter said the only possible 
sclution he could see was a large 
scale operation involving aircraft, 
a herd of domesticated horses and 
mounted horsemen, The operation 
would have to be carried out in the 
fall when ithe herds were not af- 
forded ithe complete tree cover 
they now have,

Canada, Barley is a crop, however, 
that must be harvested and thresh- 
ed with care if the highest possible 
returns are to be obtained. 


Top Quality Essential. In recent 
years over 40 per cent of the barley 
srown and marketed in the Prairie 
Provinces has been bought by the 
malting and milling industries on a 
premium basis. Besides, farmers 
who produce this type of barley are 
able to benefit from the over-the- 
quota marketing privileges. In other 
words, the production of top quality 
barley that is acceptable to the 
malting and milling trades not only 
ives the grower a higher income, 
ut also provides him with an im- 
portant source of ready cash, 

Present Harvest Losses. ‘The main 
causes responsible for lowering the 
quality, and hence the market value 
of barley are: (1) Harvesting too 
early. Barley should not be hare 
vested until the kernels are plump 
and well matured! Green and im- 
mature kernels are a serious de- 
grading factor. (2) Improper 


ewasning, The swaths should be laid 
kd nd ey on the stubble so that the 
riley heads will not come in con- 
tact vith the ground, and become 
discolored. Good kernel color is 


important in barley. (3) /ncorrect 
adjustment of combine or thresher, 
Skinned, peeled, and broken kernels 
are decidedly objectionable in malt- 
ing and milling barley. Make sure 


that your combine or thresher is 
properly adjusted to do a good job 
of threshing. Slow cylinder speeds 
and keeping the concaves. sieves 
and wind blast properly adjusted at 
all times will reduce to the mini- 
mum the amount of kernel damage. 
(4) Rough handling of threshed 
grain. Damaged grain augers and 
elevators, and their careless opera. 
tion can be the cause of skinned, 
peeled, and broken kernels. It pays 
well to use a little extra caution in 


handling barley.

Notes From D.A. 


By HOWARD FULCHER 
District Agriculturist 

Barley is very important crop to 
this area, a goodly percentage of it 
is marketed as malting giving the 
producers premium as well as over- 
quota privilages. This means malt- 
ing barley production will give ad- 
ditional cash income to the pro- 
ducers. 

Barley, however, for this trade 
must be harvested, threshed and 
handled with great care, every ef- 
fort should be made to produce a 
sample which is acceptable by the 
malting companies. 

Prevent loses in quality, as low- 
ered grades will cut out the barley 
for malting purposes. First, barley 
should, for malting purposes, have 
been grown for good malting var- 
lety seed free from contamination 
of feed varieties. Harvesting should 
not be done too early; green im- 
mature kernels are a major cause 
for degrading. When swathing the 
swath should be so laid that the 
heads do not contact the ground, 
this leads to discoloration - the 
maltig trade prefers a good colored 
kernel. Perhaps the biggest factor 
is damaged kernels in the barley, 
this of course is done mechanically 
in harvesting operations, To pre- 
vent damaged (skinned, peeled, 
broken kernels) make sure the com- 
bine or thresher is properly adjust- 
ed, excessive cylinder speed is per- 
haps the greatest cause of kernel 
damage. Some barleys skin and 
peel very easily when extremely 
dry, watoh the sample all the time, 
morning settings of the combine 
are not always satisfactory for the 
afternoon. 

Careful harvesting will pay off in 
all crops not only barley for the 
malting trade. The important 
items are etill of cutting, swath 
laying, adjustments of combine and 


thresher and storage facilities.

PUBLIC CRITICAL 
OF LABOR UNIUNS 

“If you were asked to criticize 
ihe labor unions what would your 
mnain criticism be?” 

The above question has been the 
subjects of a Gallup Poll conducted 
vy the Canadian Institutes of Pub- 
lic Opinion. 

In so far as the answers indi- 
cate the opinion of all the people 
of Canada, they show that 33 per 
cent of the population are not suf- 
ficiently interested in the unions 
ito have formed opinons either for 
or against them, while 20 per cent 
believe them to be all right as they 
are, and have no criticisms to of- 
fer. 

The ohter 47 per cent have crit- 
icisms and are willing to express 
them, The question asked foy only 
the main criticism in each case. 
Seventeen different answers are re- 
sived. 

Eight per cent of those question- 
ed named the excessive demands of 
the unions as their main criticism. 

Six per cent think the unions 
‘eadiness to strike is their most ob- 
fectional fault. 


Five per cent think they have too | 
per cent | 


much power, and four 
think they are badly led and are 
too dictatorial. 

Other criticisms were that 
unions are given to racketeering, 
that they have no consideration for 
the rights of other people, that 
they promote dissension, that their 
dues are too high that here is 
communism among them, that they 
are under American domination, 
that they are causing inflation. 
that they want to close shops, and 
that they are no good at all. 

This is quite a formidable array 
f criticism; but we believe they 
could all be encompassed in one - 
namely - that the unions have no 
regard for the right of other peo- 
ple. 

The Golden Rule, which says ‘Do 
unto others as ye would that they 
should do unto you” is the world's 
best rule for the guidance of hu- 
man conduct, and would be an ex- 
cellent rule for the unions to a- 
dopt. For if they would observe 
it, all these other faults would dis- 
appear, 

But if we wait till they do adopt 
such a rule, we will have to wait 
a long time; and the need to frve 
society from union domination is 
urgent. 

What steps can we take now to 
break their tyranny and restore to 
every man the right to work for 
‘anyone who is willing to hire him 


without having to ask leave of any | 


union boss or to pay tribute to 
any union fund against his will? 

All these criticisms are aimed at 
the anti-social behavior of the 
anti-social behavior of the unions. 
Such behavior is not necessarily in- 
herent in unionism. 

It is largely a product of gov- 
ernment laxity in law enforcement, 
which has encouraged the unions 
to pursue thelr own ends regard- 
less of the law and of the rights 
of other people. 

The remedy for this js to make 
the unions subject to the same laws 
as the rest of folk, and to enforce 
the laws we have without fear or 
favor, This, we suggest, as a first 
step and a very necessary step to- 
wards making the unions accep- 
table to the public,

WEEDS ON ROAD ALLOW- 
ANCES: This is sometimes a con- 
troversial subject, We make every 
effort to control the weeds on the 
roadsides with Municipal equip- 
ment. Our two sprayers have tra- 
velled several thousand miles this 
summer spraying weeds along the 
roadsides and have used up a large 
quantity of 2.4-D, Unfortunately it 
is not posible to go over these roads 
more than once in qa summer and 
as a result at this time of year 
quite a lot of sow thistle is now 
showing up on roads that have al- 
ready been sprayed, Sow thistle 
starts late and grows fast and con- 
sequently presents a problem late 
in the season. Most ratepayers 
have the mistaken idea that the 
Municipality is responsible for 
weeds on the roadsides. This is 
not the case. Let me quote from 
the Noxious Weed Act, Paragraph 
2 Section th) “Land means and 
includes not only all lands owned 
or occupied or controlled by any 
person, but for the purpose of this 
Act, also means and includes the 
land up to the centre line of all 
contiguous roads or road allow- 
ances, highways, streets, or lanes, 
or streams or the low water mark 
of any lakes or bodies of water in- 
cludede within the said lands.” We 
as a Municipality are assisting the 
ratepayers to contro) these weeds. 
If weeds have come up along your 
roads or if by chance your road 
was missed, don't condemn us for 
this oversight, the responsibility of 
controlling them in the final an- 
alysis is still yours along your own 
roadsides. I think that every far- 
mer should own a knapsack weed 
sprayer to spray out small patches 
of weeds around the place. Taking 
care of the small patches prevents 
the spread of the ripened weed 
seeds,
